TOTALS NEARLY $280,000 


He Left Note to His Wife Stating 
That He Would Not Commit Su- 
icide, and That He Fled To 
Escape Wearsng Garb 
of Convict. 
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Birmingham, Ala., June 10.—With Presi- 
dent T. J. Cornwall In parts unknown and 
short nearly $280,000, the Bessemer Sav- 
ings. bank, one of the strongest institu- 
tions in the district. will close ita doors 
and ask for a receiver tomorrow morfi- 
ing. 

President Cornwall, who was a member 
lof the late canstitutional convention and 
one of tif mort prominent men in ths 
state, left behind him three notes explain- 
ing the shortage. 

In one addressed to the public, he says 
that he lost the money trying to make 
back $42,000 he in a legitimate tusi- 
ness transaction. He further exonerates 
all the officers of the bank and takes the. 
whole blame on himeelf. 

In a letter to his wife, which she was 
instructed to open this morning, he stated 
that he would not commit suicide, but 
would let her know if he died. In a -thind 
letter, addressed to Cashier Cockrill, he 
states that he had nothing left for him te 
do but “wander on the face of the earth, 
or become a convict in the state mines.” 

The shortage was not discovered until 
this morning, when President Barr, of the 
First National Bank of Birmingham, pre- 
sented checks for $800 at the window of 
the Bessemer bank, and stated that the 
bank had refused payment on them. The 
officers were surprised and an investiga- 
tion followed, showing the shortage. 

President Cornwall teft Sunday and 
stated that he was going to Walker coun- 
ty. to dispose of some tand and get some 
money... He has not been seen since. 

The shortage will not effect the Bir- 
mingham banks, as they ali have taken 
of | their paper out. The Bank of Commerce 
of Bessemer has made arrangements to 
borrow all the money they need in case 
of a run tomorrow morning when they 
open their doors. so no further trouble is 
expected in any of the banks 

It is understood that a great part of the 
money was in the deposits: of the mer- 
ehants and miners. together with em- 
ployees of the rolling mills, furnaces and 
industrial plants of Bessemer. The city 
of Bessemer loses $17,000. 

The bank will probably not be able to 
make a payment of more than a very 
small percentage on its deposits. The

Widow and Daughter of Late “King 
of Yap” Will Get About Half of 

His Property, Which Is 

Worth Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars. 


Savannah, Ga., June 10—(Special.)— 
Splendid news came from Hong Kong, 
China, today. for Mrs. Bridget O'Keefe, 
widow of the late David O'Keefe, dubbed 
“King of Yap,” and her daughter, Mrs. 
Luke Butler. It showed that they would 
receive a share of the large estate left 
by O Keefe. 

The news came by cable from Walter 
C. Hartridge, an-attorney of Savannah, 
who went to Hong Kong and the island 
of Yap looking up the estate and the will 
left By O’ Keefe. 

It was to O'Conner, O'Byrne & Hart- 
ridge, the law firm of which the partner 


in China is a member. 

The will was seen by Mr. Hartridge. 
It names his illegitimate children as co- 
heirs with his legitimate daughter in’ 
Savannah, Mrs. Butler. The widow is not 
menticned. 

The estate Mr. Hartridge found con- 
sisted of $260,000 of property in Hong 
Kong and $250,000 in Yap, instead of the 
two or three millions reported. This is 
in American money value. 

The wording of the will, under the Ger- 
man law, which governs in Yap, means 
that Mrs. Butler wil] get half the prop- 
erty under that jurisdiction. By the 
German law no testator can leave more 
than 50 per cent of his property to other 
than his legitimate children. 

Under the English law, which governs 
at Hong Kong, a man can leave his 
property to whomsoever he pleases, .but 
cannot deprive his widow of her dower 
rights, which means one-third interest 
in his real property for the balance of 
ber life. That is where Mrs. O'Keefe wil 
come in, 

It is understood that one illegitimate 
daughter survives David O’Keete. His 
two illegitimate sons were drowned with

Devlrous Speech of the Pre- 
miet Smooths Over Differ- 
ences in Cabinet 


TARIFF ISSUE SHELVED 
FOR PRESENT, AT LEAST 


; Balfour’s Speech Noncommittal, but 
It Was Greeted by a Salvo of 
Cheers—Chaplin’s Amend- 
ment Overwhelmingly 
Defeated. 


| 


London. June 10.—By a dextrous and ex- 
traordinary Premier Balfour to- 
night temporarily smoothed over the dif- 
ferences in the cabinet, relieved Colonial 
Gecretary Chamberlain of 
of resigning and for the moment averted 
a crisis which threatened the unionist 
party. This Mr. Balfour accomplished 
without committing the government eith- 
‘er to protection or free trade, though the 
effect of his speech will generally be 
taken to mean that the tariff issue is to 
be shelved for the present. 

Henry Chaplin's amendment, 
gave rise to the most interesting debate 
of the present parliament, was defeated 
by the overwhelming majority of 236 
votes, composed of unionists, liberals and 
Irish mémbers. The minority who sup- 
ported Mr. Chaplin's amendment were al- 
most ‘all followers: of the government, 
While meaty others of the conservative 
party abstained from’ voting. 

Balfour’s Dextrous Speech. 

It was half-past 10 o'clock tonight when 
Premier Balfour sprang to his feet to 
reply to the taunts of the opposition and 
appeaJls from his own party. 

For two days the house of commons 
has rung with echoes of dissensions with- 
in the cabinet and dissatisfaction with- 
out. The premier was loudly cheered. 
He had scarcely commenced to deal with 
Mr. Chaplin’s amendment before he was 
interrupted by a hurricane of applause 
and ironical cheers at the entry of Mr. 
Chamberlain, who had been absent hith- 
erto throughout the evening. The colo- 
nial secretary dropped into his accustom- 
ed place.. The house was now packed 
with peers, members of the house and 
spectators as it has not been since the 
days of home rule, and they waited and 
listéned in tense expectation. ; 

In t whimsical vein Mr.. Balfour ex- 
plained that the only reason the corn 
tax was put on was because the govern- 
ment wanted money, and the only reason 
it was taken off was because the govern- 
ment wanted money no longer. 

Believes in Free Trade. 

Reverting to the charges of vacillation 
made against him, the premier took ona 
tone of unusual vehemence. He declared 
that he himself, though a believer in 
free trade- (which statement met with 
loud applause), did not regard it as a 
fetish, and he had absolutely an open 
mind regarding the necessity for any al- 
terations in a system which was found 
to suit conditions of fifty years ago. He 
refused not only to make a statement 
of any finality upon such an important 
question, but he also refused to compel 
his colleagues to conform to a standard 
of opinion upon which he himself had an 
open mind. He admitted that differences 
of opinion existed within the cabinet, but 
these were not serious enough to cause 
the resignation of any member. 

Mr. Balfour made an impassioned plea, 
enforced by the precedents of friction in 
Mr. Gladstone’s ministries. for allowing 
the premier to retain an open mind upon 
@ question so difficult and so superior ta 
all party issues. The speaker did not 
believe that the country would ever vre- 
turn to the old protective system, and 
no tax on food was ever imposed without

any necessity 


which 


the full assent of the workiyg classes. 
They were confronted, however, contin- 
ued the premier, by three great phe- 
nomena: Huge tariff walls against the 
United Kingdom; the growth of the 
trusts,,and the desire of the colonies for 
closer fiscal union with the mother coun- 
try. These factors could not be ignored, 

Brought Salve of Cheers. 

The noncommittal speech and appeal 
made with all the eloquence and mag- 
netism which Mr. Balfour wields so suc- 
cessfully for an open mind: not only in 
the cabinet but in the unionist party 
brought a salvo of cheers. Throughout 
Mr. Chamberlain sat beside the leader of 
the house, beaming with satisfaction. 

Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, the lib- 
eral leader, briefly replied, anxious for 
an opportunity for the house to more 
fully discuss the issue raised. The mem- 
bers of the nouse trooped into the lobby 
to vote against Henry Chaplin's amend- 
ment, the general comment being, ‘‘Bal- 
four has saved Chambeérlain.”’ 

The colonial secretary, himself jubi- 
lant, said: 

“Our friend, the enemy, is nonplussed 
this time.’’ 

That the interest in the political situa- 
tion has been enhaunced by the dramati: 
developments yesterday was fully evi- 
dnced today by the remarkable animation 
and alertness of everybody in and about 
the houses of parliament when the timé 
approached for the resumption of the de- 
bate in the house of commons on the 
amendment of Henry Chaplin, conserva- 
tive, to the budget bill. 

TRe answers to the questions not re- 
ferring to the great problem of the day 
passed almost unnoticed, so keen was 
the anxiety to get to the all-absorbing 
topic. 

The .debate was. resumed by Major 
Seeley (conservative), who as a con- 
vinced free trader, rejoiced in the re- 
peal of the grain tax. 

Views of Dilke. 
Sir Charles Dilke (advanced radical) 
contended that the house had the right 
to demand an opportunity for pronounc- 
ing judgment on this inyportant fiscal 
question, 
There was enormous exaggeration in 
the statement that it wag foolish tor 
this country to maintain a policy differ- 
ing from that of the rest of the world. 
While the United States and Germany 
were reaping much prosperity under pro- 
tection Great Britain’s foreign exports at 
the present moment were equal to the 
combined exports of the United States, 
Germany and France, which, considering 
the enormous expanpsiog .of the popula- 
tion of the United States was a truly 
surprising thing.- The speaker denied 
that protectionist countries were cutting 
out Great Britain. from the markets of 
the world. 

H. Hs Asquith (advanced liberal) for- 
merly home secretary, who followed, de- 
clared that the reason for the abandon- 
ment of the grain tax remained an “‘un- 
solved and inscrutable mystery.’ Mr. 
Chamberlain had told the pwhblic that the 
tax did not fall on the consumer. If 
that was so its repeal was a ‘“‘magnificent 
display of international attachment,’ as 
it practically meant that Great Britain 
was making a present to the United 
States of $12,500,000 which the tax brought 
in. 

Situation Intolerable. 

Sir Edward Grey (iiberal) character- 
ized the situation as intolerable. Mr. 
Chamberlain’s suggested inquiry into the 
subject was mefely another name for a 
crusade. Having raised the issue the 
government was not entitled to hang 
it up.

El Paso, Tex., Jvme 10.—Seven bodies, 
the greater portion of which were those 
of women, have thus far been recovered 
at Clifton, Arizona, after the torrent 
from the cloudburst of Tuesday night 
had spent its fury. Thirty persons are 
missing and the property loss will exceed 
$100,000, 

The .Arizona Copper Company, located 
in @ canon through which the water 
swept, was the worst sufferer, its. loss 
will reach $50,000. Water 8 feet deep 
swept down the canon and destroyed 
both life and property in the suburbs of 
Clifton. Houses and stores were swept 
from their foundations and persons 
caught in the flood were drowned. 

Light miles of the Arizona and Mexico 
railway track was washed out and the 
evening passenger train was bowled over 
into’ the canon. Telegraph communica- 
tion was cut off and the news was sent 
to Lordsburg and surrounding towns by 
runners. Reports were received here from 
these points this afternoon.

MILLS TO SELL 
THEIR COTTON? 


Rumored Lowell Factories 
Will Ship 10,000 Bales To 
New Orleans, 


Lowell, Mass., June 10.—The assertion 
made in the New York cotton market 
that mills in Lowell would ship 8,000 to 
10,000 bales of cotton to New Orleans for 
July. delivery. could not be verified to- 
night, the mill agents who could be found 
stating that so far as they knew there 
were no new sales of cotton.

Washington, June 10—James M. A. 
Watson, the clerk in the auditor's office 
of the district government, who was ar- 
rested yesterday for alleged embezzie- 
ment of large sums, appeared in the 
police court today, pleaded not guilty 
and waived a preliminary hearing. Bail 
was fixed at $30,000. 

Watson was unable to secure the 
amount of bonds fixed by the police court 
for his appearance before the grand jury 
and was taken to jail. His counsel to- 
morrow will ask the court to reduce ball 
from $30,000 to $20,000 and say they can 
obtain bonds for that amount. 

According to the authorities most of 
the mone¥Y Watson is alleged to have 
embezzled was spent in stock specula- 
tion. His books are in a deplorable cort- 
dition. 

W. R. Lapham, Watson’s partner in 
at least one private enterprise, is an in- 
spector in°the engineer department, and 
as such checked up the accounts kept 
by Watson in connection with moneys 
to 
cover damage to streets in making ex- 
cavations. Engineer Commissioner Bid- 
die is investigating Lapham’s work, but 
thus far the Investigation does not im- 
plicate any one with Watson's alleged 


| Gefalcations. 


Auditor Petty said today that if Wat- 
son's family does not make restitution 
he wil] appeal to congress for the relief 
of himself and his bondsmen. Mr. Petty’s 
bond is for $20,000. 

The authorities today found among 
Watson's papers an envelope marked “‘J. 
M. A. Watson, personal.” It contained 
checks signed by Auditor Petty aggregat- 
ing nearly $10,000. Some were cancelled 
checks and others had not been cashed. 
One of ‘the latter was drawn by the 
auditor in August, 1901, and made pay- 
able in the indorsement to the collector 
of taxes. Mr. Watson, it is alleged, had 
scratched a pen through the name of 
the collector. The exact extent of Wat- 
son’s defalcation will not be known for 
some time, but the best estimate now Is 
$67,500.

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DECLINES AID 
FOR SUFFERERS 


Russian Government Wants 
No Relief for Kishi- 
nef, | 


Washington, June 10.—Numerous offers 
have reached the Russian government 
from American sources to aid the families 
of sufferers in the recent Kishinef incli- 
dent. All such offers have been declined 
for the reason that Russia is entirely ca- 
pable of extending relief and under the 
circumstances cannot accept aid from the 


outside. 

The Russian position in the matter as 
stated to the Associated Press is as fol- 
lows: 

Russia has not been unappreciative of 
the generous offers which have come to 
her from America since the affair at Kis- 
hinef nor the humane motive which may 
have prompted these offers. In view of 
the fact that his majesty, the emperor, 


side aid is unnecessary and all offers of 
such must be declined. 

Nor will it be possible for Russia to re- 
ceive any representations regarding the 
Kishinef incident from a foreign power. 
The Russian government takes the same 
position ag that long held by the Ameri- 
can government, namely that it refrains 
from interference in the internal affairs 
of another power and must insist on simi- 
lar treatment for itself. Should any for- 
eign power take steps to restrict immigra- 
tion of Russian Jews on the grounds that 
they are undesirable Russia will not pro- 
test.

NOFREE PRESS _ 
IN PORTO RICO 


Pennsylvania Law To Muzzle 
Newspapers Qutdone in 
Island, 


San Juan, June 10.—The stir in the press 
of the United States over the Pennsyi- 
vania libel law is echoed in the news- 
papers of Porto Rico, where most drastic 
code provisions prevail against the press. 

Under the penalty code of Porto Rico, 
recently adopted, it is unlawful to pub- 
lish in any newspaper, hand bill, poster, 
book or serial publication or supplement 
thereto the portrait of any living person 
a resident of Porto Rico without first ob- 
taining the consent of such persons, the 
only exception being. in the case of a 
person convicted of crime. It is also il- 
legal to publish in the manner named 
“any caricature of any person residing 
in Porto Rico, which caricdture will in 
any manner reflect upon the hopor, in- 
tegrity, manhood, virtue, reputation or 
business or political moves of the person 
so caricatured or which tends to expose 
the individual caricatured to public ha- 
tred, derision or contempt. re 

The newspapers of Porto Rico will make 
a strong effort at the next session of the 
legislative assembly to have the law 
amended.

PORTO RICO TO GROW COTTON 


Islanders Think There’s Wealth in 
the Staple. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, June 10.—The re- 
cent flurry in cotton in the United States 
has excited all Porto Rico and is bringing 
to the front facts and figures as to re- 
sults of experiments. All these prove 
that careful cultivation will insure splen- 
Gid results in this island. A first crop 
raised at Rio Piedras, 8 miles from San 
Juan market, yielded 1,200 pounds to the 
acre of seed and fibre. The results of the 
first season's trials by the United States 
agricultural experiment station lead to 
these conclusions, officially annownced by 
Commissioner of the Interior Elliott: 

First, that the poorer sandy soil of 
Porto Rico will produce a remunerative 
crop of Sea Island cotton when fertilized, 
and, second, that the dry months of win- 
ter and eariy spring are adapted to the 
successful harvesting of this crop.

Democrats Must Have Conserva- 
tive Candidate and Platform, 


Nothing in the Talk of Cleveland, 
the Senator Says — Gorman's 
Strength in Georgia—Clay 
Recalls the Campaign 
of 1888.

Washington, June 10.—(Special.)—It is 
worth while just now to recall the presi- 
dential campaign of 1888,"’ suggested Sen- 
ator Clay, of Georgia, recently reelected 
for a six-year term by the legislature of 
the Empire State of the South, last 
evening at the Riggs. 

“The republican nomination almost 
went begging in the convention that year. 
Edmunds went before the delegates with 
a few votes; Bristow had a few votes 
and so had Sherman. ' Nobody seemed 
to care a great deal about being named 
as the standard bearer. It seemed to be 
in the air that Grover Cleveland was 
certain of another no ation and an- 
other term. The country seemed com- 
mitted to him and to the democratic 
party, 

“Well, the sequel Is a matter of his- 
tory,” continued the Georgia senator, 
“Cleveland secured the renomination, but 
to ‘the surprise of nearly everybody he 
failed of the reelection. Harrison, whese 
nomination was supposed to be worth lit- 
tle, beat him. 

“Of course, there isn't any doubt that 
President Roosevelt. will be nominated at 
the next republican national senven- 
tion.”’ 

Conservative Man Wanted, ‘ 

‘But you think the democratic nemi- 
nation next year may be something mere 
than a convention honor?” was sug- 
gested. 

“We want a conservative man for our 
nominee,” declared Senator Clay, “but 
One can’t say yet with any assurance 
what his name will be. The next session 
of congress may bring forward issues 
which will develop some suitable candi- 
date whose name thus far has been little 
mentioned, if at all. 

“The names I have heard most men- 
tioned throughout Georgia have been 
those of Gorman and Parker.,I thought 
at one time Parker was almost certain 
of the nomination, but Gorman appa- 
rently has been gaining strength before 
the public with the discussion of available 
candidates during the summer. Cleve- 
land undoubtedly has friends in our state, 
a good many friends, but I do not believe 
he seriously considers becoming a candi- 
date. If the matter should go far enough 
I believe Cleveland would come out with 
a statement making it plain he would not 
accept. The failure of the third term 
movement in Grant’s behalf demonstrat- 
ed that other presidents cannot aspire 
to more, than eight years in the white 
house.”’ 


The Issue for 1904 

‘What should the party issues be?” Mr. 
Clay was asked. 

“Conservative,” said he. ‘Georgia, you 
will remember, has always been con- 
Servative. I believe all elements in the 
democratic party must be considered, but 
we ought to demand economy in federal 
expenditures and care lest the functions 
of the general government usurp the 
rights belonging to the individual and the 
state. Then, for the sake of the general 
welfare, we should demand a change. I 
am not one of those who believes that 
all the public virtues and all the ability 
are confined to one party. We are all 
American citizens and human nature is 
about the same in the general run among 
men of both parties. It is @ splendid 
thing for good government when there 
are two parties in the nation pretty even- 
ly matched, one closely watching the 
other, and it is an excellent thing when 
an occasional change is made in party 
government. 

‘A conservative democratic administra- 
tion, possessing the confidence of the 
country, including the rich and the poor, 
would ‘prove of decided benefit,”’ con- 
tinued Senator Clay. “‘A democfatic con- 
gress would turn the light on to transac- 
tions in the various departments and let 
us knOw what republican administration 
has gost. [I do not want to be under- 
stood as making any specific charges; but 
as saying that a general overhauling 
would be decidedly beneficial.’’ 


The Tariff as an Issue. 

“Would you omit the tariff issue from 
the next platform?’’ 

“No,”’ replied Senator Clay. “although 
I would not*favor any sweeping changes 
that would upset business,’’ 

“And what should, in your judgment, 
be done with the old democratic issue of 
the last two campaigns?’ 

“I would omit mention in the platform 


of. that,’’ said Senator Clay, ‘for it be- 
longs to conditions that are past. 1 was 


an advocate of silver; 1 believe in ft now, 
but at the same time I realize that the 
time is at hand for us to make a con- 
servative platform on which all of the 
party can stand. 

“We must have a candidate that will 
be acceptable to the doubtful states of 
the east. As I said at the beginning, 
there is nothing definite to indicate now 
who he will be. It may not become evi- 
dent till the democratic convention meets 
and ballots. I think one thing is certain, 
that any man who strives to bring dem- 
ocratic sentiment to his candidaccy is 
The best any of the can- 
didates can do is to drift along with 
the tide. The man who fits under cir- 
cumstances and conditions prevailing at 
the time of the convention will probably 
be nominated.’’ 

Senator Clay says that Georgia is in 
very prosperous conditions,. the recent cy- 
clone -being the only cause.of lament. 
The people of the state ave very busy 
and, as a matter of fact, are giving lit- 
tle attention to politics. The senator re- 
turned to Georgia this evening.

Alabama Federal Court To 
Pass On ‘‘Criminal Con- 
tract Law”, 


Montgomery, Ala., June 10.—(Special.)— 
United States Deputy Marshals Colquitt 
and Gibson brought here today J. W. 
Pace and James H. Todd, of Tallapoosa 
county, and George >. and R F. Cosby. 
of Dadeville, all charged with peonage. 

This makes the seventh indictment 
against George Cosby, the eighth against 
Pace, the sixth against B. F. Cosby and 
the fifth against James H. Todd. AD 
made bond 

The Pace case will be the first one 
tried. The grand jury is still in session. 
Today the jury asked Judge Jones if the 
act passed by the legislature of 1901-1902 
and known as “the criminal contract 
law’’ is in violatton of the constitution of 
the United States. Judge Jones took the 
matter under consideration. This is re- 
garded as very significant, as the jury is 
investigating the peonage, and this refers 
to the hiring out of convicts. 

If Judge Jones finds the act unconstitu- 
tional, hundreds of indictments will fol- 
low against the most prominent concerns 
and individuals in the state, The judge's 
decision may spring a sensation.

Two Boys Meet Death in Gallatin, 
Tenn.’ Mills. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 10.—Two boys 
were smothered to death while playing 
in the wheat bin of the Gallatin mills 
yesterday afternoon. 

A search was instituted last evening 
when the boys failed to put in an appear- 
ance for supper, and it was not until 
this morning that their lifeless and naked 
bodies were found at the bottom of the 
bin, into which they had been drawn by 
the suction caused by the rapid ex 
haustion of the grain through the eleva- 
tor chute. 

The lads’ names were Henry Smith and 
Hugh Lanier, and they were between 
eight and nine years of age. 


Bought ‘‘Wild Cat” Land. 


Huytsville, Tenn., June 10.—EK. C. 
Brown, of Monterey, Mexico, recently 
traded his Mexican ranch for 5,00 acres 
of land in Scott county, and he came to 
Huntsville to locate and possess the 
lands.

President Dickey announced the win- 
ners of the medals in a breif speech as 
follows: Senior oratory medal, William 
Banks, Grantville, Ga.. and J. Van 
Hodges, the senior mathematics medal. 

After delivering the medals, President 
Dickey arose to deliver his baccalaureate 
address. The imemnse crowd present 
nushed immediately, and during his entire 
specch he held the closest attention of all 
of his hearers. The applause at times 
wes deafening, as the address was a 
wonder in eloquence and thought. Dr. 
Dickey’s subject was, ‘‘The Purple Thread 
in the Tunic.’”’ 


President Dickey’s Address. 


Young gentlemen, we have a glorious 
inheritance in this wonderful southliand 
of ours. Broad acres that respond in 
“laughing harvest to the merest tickle 
of the hoe.” Myriad miles of forest all 
untouched by the ax of the woodman. 
Limitless beds of iron and coal which 
will furnish fuel and ore for ages. Rivers, 
teeming with fish, which as they go wash 
great particles of gold and silver sand 
to the sea. And what is better than ali 
this, a civilization, purer in its faith, 
nobler in its constituency, and more he- 
roic in its achievement than any upon 
the habitable globe. But, young gentle- 
men, richer than its harvests, more 
precious than its acres of forests and its 
beds of coal, far more to be prized than 
mines of rubies, of silver and of gold, 
are the grand traditions of our fathers 
and the irreproachable customs which 
made our country great, 

We stand today, my friends, confronted 
by new conditions. God pity us! we are 
wasting the inheritance bequeathed to 
us by our fathers. The office no longer 
seeks the man, but the politician esplies 
it almost generations ahead and runs 
after it until it becomes too enfeebled to 
escape him. The contention for place 
has been so bitter, that many who are 
to the manor born refuse to enter the 
scuffie, and, too often, the office is left 
for him who is willing to wade through 
political mire in order to secure it. The 
voice of Absalom is still heard as afore- 
time, “Oh, that I were made judge in 
the land,” then the golden age would 
surely come back upon us, and Astrea, 
coming down from the mountains, would 
walk again with men. It is said in some 
sections that the voice of the people has 
given place to the machine, and however 
worthy the candidate may be, his chanees 
for election are nil unless he is indorsed 
by the ring. Well may the cry be 
changed from “God save the king’ to 
“God save the state.” 

To my mind, one of the most threaten- 
ing evils that imperils. our civilization 
is the seemingly unconscious tendency 
on the part of our people to break down 
the barrier between the sexes. Let that 4 
be but once broken down 80 that men 
will esteem women simply as female 
animals, and the floodgates of polution 
will be opened upon us, delivering such 
a torrent as swept Rome from her proud 
preeminence. | 
St. Paul’s mantle was of one royal hue 
when he wrote to the Galatians: “But 
though ‘we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto gou, 
let him be accursed.’’ I would call you 
today, my young friends, to the high and 
holy comradeship of the mighty spirits 
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by whose sentiments I have sought to in- — 


spire you. Go forth in the name of Al- 
mighty God to maintain the integrity of 
your commonwealth, the purity of wom- 
anhood, and the simplicity of our Chris- 
tlan faith, and as you go, may the bless- 
ings of God the Father Almighty, the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost attend you. 


W. P. Pattislo Talks. 

After President Dickey’s address W. P. 
Pattillo, of Atlanta, the vice president 
of the Emory college board of trustees, 
arose to make the annual announcement 
from the board. Captain J. P. Williams, 
of Savannah, the president of the board, 
was absent owing to a business engage- 
ment, 

Mr. Pattillo announced in the course of 
his remarks that owing to hard work by 
the able president of the college, the debt 
on Candler library has been completely 
lifted; that the new Pearce science hall 
is free from debt and will be completely 
equipped the coming summer for occu- 
pancy in the fall. He said that $26,000 of 
the endowment fund thad been changed 
so as to bring a much larger income for 
current expenses of the college. He stated 
that with an additional endowment fund 
of $250,000 Emory college could accoOm- 
plish wonders in the southern educational 
world. 

Mr. Pattillo made a plea to the friends 
of the college to work toward the end 
of raising this amount for the college en- 
dowment fund. In concluding his re- 
marks he congratulated the college in its 
excellent selection of president and con- 
gratulated the president, Dr. Dickey, on 
his most efficient work during the past 
year. Mr. Pattilo’s remarks along this 
line were greeted with great cheers 

Changes in Emory Faculty. 

After Mr. Pattilo’s announcement for 
the board of trustees, President Dickey 
announced the faculty changes for the 
coming year. Professor E. K. Turner, 
Ph. D., A. M., A. B., said Dr. Dickey, 
will take the chair of Latin in September. 
He also stated that Dr. Turner was a 
thorough Latin scholar and had a world- 
wide reputation. 

Dr. Stewart Roberts will return in Sep- 
tember from a year at the University of 
Chicago to occupy the chair of biology. 
The fepartment of biology will occupy the 
entire second floor of the new science 
hall. 

Professor Edgar H. Johnston will also 
return in September from a year of study 
at Harvard to again hold the chair of 
political economy and constitutional his- 
tory. 

The new course in physics will be m- 
stituted in the fall and will be in the 
hands of Dr. John F. Bonnell, who here- 
tofore has filled both the chair of physics 
and chemistry. This department will oc- 
cupy the entire old science hal. Pro- 
fessor F. C. Brown was raised from 
adjunct professor to associate professor 
of English and an increase in salary 
given him. 

A new professor is now being sought 
to assist President Dickey with the chair 
of mental and moral philosophy. 

The dining room, Dr. Dickey said, will 
be enlarged this summer and next year 
under the oharge of Professor William 
Lander Weher and will be able to ac- 
commodate 150 students. 

President Dickey, assisted by Professor 
M. T. Peed, secretary of the faculty, 
conferred the following degrees: Bachelor 
of arts, Harry 8.

Commissioners, Physician, Jail 
ad Por House Roald, 
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Most Sensational Paper in History of 
Bibb County Read Before Judge 
Felton Yesterday—Jurymen 
Spare No Words in Ex- 


pressing Disapproval.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—Jumping 
On the county commissioners, the county 
physician, the county poor house and the 
county jail, the Bibb county grand jury 
went out of existence today at noon, leav- 
ing in Judge Felton's hand about the 
warmest and most sensational engross- 
ment the beoks of record will present to 
the future student of Bibb’s history. 

For two months past the grand jury 
has been giving county matters a careful 


| study, and when the body filed into the 


superior court room this morning to 
hand over its presentments and to be 
discharged, its secretary, Captain Hazle- 
hurst, carried a live wire which sent a 
thrill into almost every section of the 
county when the current was turned on. 

Old officials who have been hearing 
presentments read for years, the judge 
himself, to say nothing of the spectators, 
were electrified as charge after charge 
was enumerated by Captain Hazlehurst, 
who read the paper in opan court. 

The opening paragraphs were like all 
Other presentments, tame. They recited 
the fact that the books and offices of 
the county treasurer, the tax receiver 
and the assessor, the county clerk and 
other officials had been examined and 
found in good shape. In fact, every offi- 
clal of the county except those to whom 
special reference was made was compli- 
mented for faithful and diligent ‘work, 
the remarks pertaining to Judge Felton 
being particularly deserved. 

Roff home, the county poor house, 
opens an interesting subject wih the 
board. The report tells the condition in 
which the buildings are found and then 
Says the attention given the sick by the 
county physician, Dr. Worsham, is away 
short of what it should be. It declares 
that former grand juries have called this 
to the attention of the county commis- 
sioners, by whom the physician is direct- 
ed, to the fact that sick persons in the 
home have not only been denied medical 
attention, but that there has been an 
absence of medicine for them, and re- 
cites that the cOmmissioners have paid 
no heed whatever to the recommendations 
of former grand juries. 

It then recites that the jury making 
the presentments of the day sées but 
little use in repeating the condition of 
affair® at the poor house, “as the county 
commissioners are either so callous or 
@utocrasic” that théy will pay no heed 
to what is sald. The paper declared that 
the evicence of neglect and disregard of 
patients at the home was beyond ques- 
tion. The employment of another phy- 
sicilan wag recommended by the grand 
jurv, 

The presentments declare the police and 
sanitary conditions of the county jail 
show a condition of criminal negligence 
and calls for an immediate corregtion. 
The’ hospital apartments at the jail are 
condemned and the fact that the padded 
cells for insane, once begun, have never 
béen completed, is brought out. 

A board of equalization is suggested 
because the opinion prevails that Bibb 
county does not get her full meed of 
taxes.

Southern Educational Journal of Atlanta 
will soon pass under control of Mrs. G. 
A. Alexander, until recently an instruc- 
tor in the Alexander Noftmal school of 
this city. Mrs. Alexander has severed 
her connection with the school here and 
while she will not take active charge of 
the paper b&fore the September issue, 
she will at once begin making prepara- 
tions for an enlargement of the journal 
and other improvements she contem-

NOT RECORDED

Batch of Licenses, of Long 
Standing, Sent to Judge 
Wilkinson, 


Ordinary John R. Wilkinson received in 
his mail yesterday afternoon an envelope 
containing ten marriage licenses, returned 
for record, nearly all of which are several 


years old, one of the batch dating as far 


back as 1879. The licenses had been held 


Out all of this time by a minister of De- 
Kalb county. 


It is required that all marriage licenses 
be returned to the ordinary'’s office for 
record immediately after the marriage 
and the law provides a penalty of $500 for 
failure in this respect. The holding out of 
& Marriage license by the minister or 
officer performing the marriage keeps the 
fact of the marriage off of the official 
records and is likely to cause the con- 
tracting parties considerable trouble 
Should the question of its legality be 
raised and the records searched for 
proof. For this reason, the recording of 
& marriage is of great imporance. 

Of the batch held out by the DeKalb 
minister, one was issued in 1879 during the 
term of office ag ordinary of Daniel Pitt- 
man, and thé others in 1836, 1387, 1889, 1897, 
three in 1898, one in 1900, and one in 1901. 
The licenses show that the marriage was 
performed in each instance, but by the 
failure of the minister to return the pa- 
pers, the marriages have been kept from 
the official records, some of them for a 
long while.

M’BRIDE GIVES 
HIS SIDE OF IT 


Well-Known Lawyers Say 
He Has Good Grounds for 
His Case, 


T. O. McBride, who has brought suit 
against the Odell Commission Company 
in the United States circuit court at 
Cincinnati for his share in the capital 
Stock of the company, and who is at 
present in Atlanta, made a statement 
yesterday in reference to the case and 
in reply.to a statement signed by ‘The 
Odell Company,” which was sent out yes- 
terday by press dispatches. The state- 
ment of the Odell company practically 
Stated that tle case was an effort to 
blackmail. 

The Odell Commission Company, Mr. 
McBride says, was organized in Ohio 
January 27, 1899, while the Odell company 
was organized May 25, 1903, after the 
Suit for a settlement brought by Mr. Me- 
Bride for his share of the stock In the 
Odell Commission Company had be®n filed 
in the United States court, his share be- 
ing, he states, 25 per’ cent of the com- 
pany’s stock. 

“I made a demand for my share of the 
stock on May 6 last,”’ Mr. McBride said 
yesterday. “There is no doubt in my 
mind that the organization of the Odell 
company following so closely on this de- 
mand is only a scheme and a device by 
which it is the intention that the lat- 
ter company shall absorb or rob the Odell 
Commission Company of its assets and 
business. The officers of the Odetl com- 
pany are the same as those who control 
the Odell Commission Company. 

“The reply of the Odell company sent 
Out in the dispatches is simply an effort 
to blindfold the public and mislead them 
with the idea that my.action is against 
the Odell company. Odell’s charge of 
blackmail is a yery serious one to make, 
as it involves each of the attorneys rep- 
resenting my claim. These attorneys are 
of note and reputation and are above 
reproach. The leading attorney repre- 
Senting my claim is favorably spoken of 
as a probable candidate of the demo- 
cratic party for the next presidency. He 
is none other than Hon. Judson Harmon, 
of Cincinnati, who was United States 
attorney general under Cleveland's ad- 
ministration. His associates in the case 
are Messrs. Colston, Goldsmith and Hoad- 
ly, of Cincinnati; Colonel R. I,¢ Colding, 
of Savannah; Manton Davis and Judge 
G. S$. Hoss, of St. Louis, the latter being 
the law partner of ex-Governor Stone, of 
Missouri, 

“What ground has Odell to make 
charges that these well-known attorneys 
are parties to blackmail? They have 
investigated my claim and have stgeted 
that I have a case in accordance with 
which they have filed suit in the United 
States court. Certainly these gentlemen 
would never have taken up a matter 
based upon any such grounds as are put 
forward by Odell. With this statement 
of the facts I will leave the matter to 
the public to judge of that question.”’
